Canadian Island 


December 21st was the anni- 
versary of the most terrifying 
experience that ever happened 
to the people of Grindstone 
Island. A snowman that walked 


-and moaned would be sufficient- 


ly frightening anywhere. To. the 
islanders, who met it in the dark 
and saw it only by the light of 
flares, it was horrifying enough 
to give women hysterics and 
bring men to their knees. 

Grindstone Island is one of the 
Magdalen Group, situated in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. On Decem- 
ber 15th, 1872, one of the worst 
blizzards in living memory struck 
the island and brought all work 
to a standstill. 

When the blizzard abated 
slightly some of the: young boys 
slipped out to throw snowballs 
and slide on the ice. They were 
absent until dark, and the first 
thing their parents knew of any- 


~ thing untoward was the batter- 


ing of small fists on the doors 
and screams to be let in as 
quickly as possible. , 

‘The boys all told the same 
story. Playing games in the 
snow, they eventually reached 
the beach where they found the 
wreckage of a ship. The shore 
was littered with cases of food 
and timber from the wreck, and 
the boys collected as much as 
they could carry, starting home- 
ward just as it began to grow 
dark. 

They were leaving the beach 
when they saw, in the shadow 
of a tree, what looked like a 
giant snowman at least ten feet 
high. They were moving closer 
to examine it when they heard 
weird noises coming from its 
head. Terrified, the kids bolted 
for their homes. 

They were laughed, at, of 
course. The adults put it down 
to a huge owl, or possibly a polar 


bear which had been blown to 


the island on an ice-floe. They 
were much more interested in 
the news of the wreck and, the 
following morning, made their 
way to the beach. 


The wrecked ship was 
Caleutta carrying inly a cargo 
of wheat, All day the islanders 
worked, salvaging the wheat and 
loading it on sleds. It was dark 
before they had finished. On 


the 


. the way home they joked about 


the story of the snowman until, 
suddenly, one of them let out 
a long-drawn howl. 


Shuffling towards them with 
a stiff-legged movement, so 
slight that only because the 
whole body slewed forward with 
each shuffle was movement per- 
ceptible, came a giant snowman, 
It towered above the tallest of 
them, The arms were at a stiff, 
unnatural angle and very faint 
noises—weird, inhuman’ and un- 


intelligible — came from the 
enormous head. The fathers were 
no braver than their sons, 


Leaving their sleds they raced 
as fast as they could away from 
the apparition. 

Gibbering with fear, they all 
made for the house of Father 
Boudrealt, priest of the. island 
parish. 

All that night no one slept. 
Doors and windows were barri- 
caded and, while the women 
alternately wept and prayed, the 
men sat with loaded guns across 


their knees. 
From early morning until 
dusk, Father Baudrealt and 


twelve of the strongést islanders 
searched without finding any- 
thing. But as they were return- 
ing home—with the priest more 
certain than ever that his flock 
had been drinking too much — 
they stumbled across gigantic 
footprints a foot wide and almost 
two feet long. 

Led by the priest, they follow- 
ed the prints by the light of 
torches to where they ended at 
a secluded part of the beach by 
a large mound of snow. Moving 
closer, the priest saw that, the 
mound was roughly human in 
shape. But it could not be 
human for it was nine feet in 
girth and about ten feet long. 
The priest touched it. It was 
solid, frozen snow. 

Then, as the men huddled 
round fearfully, holding their 
torches high, Father Boudrealt 
saw human eyes deep in the 
snow holes and a human moan 
came from the strange Mass. 

Incredible as’ it seemed there 
was, inside a solid cake of snow 
and ice at least a foot thick, a 
living human being. 

Father Boudrealt and the men 
placed the living snowman on 


ce OOO 
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a trestle and it took the combined 
strength of them all to carry their 
burden to the priest's home. 


Then came the miracle that is 
still talked about on Grind- 
stone Island. The frozen snow 
was chipped away gently. Then 
the coating ‘of ice on the skin 
was removed by applications of 
cold towels. 

The nran remained conscious 
throughout this painful ordeal 
and told the priest that his name 
was Auguste le Bourdais, and- 
that he had been first mate on 
the Calcutta. Clinging to a spar 
he had been in the icy sea for 
twenty-four hours before he had 
been washed up on the beach. 


After a period of unconscious- 
ness he woke to find himself 
completely frozen. As he stag- 
gered about, falling and picking 
himself up again in the blizzard, 
more and more snow stuck to his 
body. 

Nor were his sufferings over, 
Frostbite had so seriously in- 
jured his legs that the priest de- 
cided to amputate them to. save 
his life. There was no medical 
kit on the island so the amputa- 
tion was done by holding the 
man down while the priest sawed 
through flesh and bone above 
both knees. 

So strong was Auguste that he 
_ survived this dreadful ordeal. — 
The following May he sailed 
away on the first ship to touch 
the island. He @as taken to 
Quebec, where further opera- 
tions were made on his legs, and 
surgeons and doctors from all 
over Canada and the United 
States came to see “the miracle 
man,” as he was called. 

Eventually, he recovered com- 
pletely and learned to walk on 
wooden" legs. He never forgot 
the kindness of the islanders and, 
as soon as possible, Auguste went 
back to Grindstone Island and 
settled there for life.

Geneva, Switzerland 

It is little known that Geneva 
ig not only the home of the 
League of Nations, now housing 
offices of United Nations, but 
also of the World Council of 
Churches. . “ 

The WCC grew out of the 
conviction that the churches 
must learn to cooperate in their 
attack on the world’s social and 
international problems. A con- 
ference at Stolckholm in 1925 
led to the launching of the Uni- 
versal Christian Council for 
Life and Work. At that time 
many felt that the, churches 
should ask themselves why they 
were divided and whether they 
were justified in such division. 
This led to the World a 
on Faith and Order in 1927 a 
Lausanne. 

To Coordinate Work 

These movements for Faith 
and Order and Life and Work 
were found to be so closely re- 
lated that the members in the 
continuation committees of both 
bodies decided to find a way to 
coordinate their work. Conse~ 
quently they agreed to hold 
their second conferences in the 
game year, 1937, one in Oxford 
and the other in Edinburgh. 
Both accepted a plan for set- 
ting up a World Council of 
Churches. 

In 1938 a meeting was held in 
Utrecht to draw up 4 constitu- 
tion for this Council. The new 
body was to be permanent coun- 
cil made up not of individuals 
but of cooperating churches. It 
was to be a “fellowship of 
Churches which accept our Lord 
Jesus Christ as God and Savi- 
our..” 

Amsterdam Assembly 

The War prevented the hold- 
of its first assembly until 1948, 
but during the war years the 
World Council functioned as a 
symbol of a deep Christian loy- 
alty transcending the barriers 
of nationality which war. makes 
so evident. ; 

The staff of the Council, 
operating under the supervision 
of a Provincial Committee set 
up by the Utrecht Conference, 
was able to keep channels of 
communication and contact open 
throughout the war period. Once 
the war clouds had lifted, the 
World Council (still in process 
of formation) appeared as a liv- 
ing organism linking the church- 
es to one another. 


In 1948, delegates from 150. 


churches in all parts of the 
world met together in Amester- 
dam and on the morning of 
August 2$rd officially constituted 
the World Council of Churches.

Not long ago an American 
columnist made the. statement 
thet if it had not been for 
espionage the Soviet Union 
might never have got the 
atomic secret.” 

It is astonishing that at this 
late date some people still think 
there is or was an “atomic 
secret.” The fact is, as one 
nuclear scientist put it some 
years back, that the biggest 
secret about the atom bomb was 
that it could be made at all, and 
the Americans broke that secret 
when they dropped it on Hiro- 
shima. 

Given the assurance that it 
gould be done, and given the in- 
ternationally known physical dis- 
coveries of this century (most of 
them made in Europe), nuclear 
scientists anywhere were bound 


to duplicate the feat sooner or. 


later. It was the discovery, 
through espionage, of some of 
the technological secrets of ef- 
ficient production that made 
Russia produce the bomb earlier 
than expected. : 


A correlative myth, held by 
many people, has recently been 
honored by no less a figure than 
President Syngman Rhee, who 
stated: “A few atomic bombs 
could have freed Korea of the 
Chinese and assured Korea's 
unity.” 


It is just as foolish to think 


that “a few atomic bombs” 
dropped on a few cities—Pyong- 
yang? Peking? Moscow?—would 
solve any of the problems con- 
fronting the world today as to 
believe that under any circum- 
stances the atom bomb could 
have remained an American 
monopoly. The incantatory ap- 
peal of the bomb is considerably 
greater today than its diplomatic 
persuasiveness. — From The 
Christian Science Monitor.

She Had Mirrors 
By The Thousand 


A French scientist has calcu- 
lated that as most women spend 
thirty minutes a day in making 
up, preening and admiring 
themselves, they waste 349,575 
minutes —. 242 days of their 
lives, mostly between the ages 
of twenty and thirty-five-——in 
front of their mirrors. Yet half 
an hour a day would not have 
sufficed for the toilets of some 
well-known beauties. 

Elizabeth, Empress of Austria, 
was so vain over her chestnut 
hair, which fell below her knees, 
that she once had every hair 
counted, and used to spend hours 
in front of her mirror having 
her tresses arranged in exotic 
fashion. 

Fonder still of gazing at her 
own reflection was an_ Itahan 
Countess of Castiglione. She was 
so vain that once, after inspect- 
ing a full-length nude portrait 
for which she had posed, she 
took the artists’s knife and rip 
ped his painting to shreds in 
case art lovers should prefer 
that likeness to herself 

But the most amazing passion 
for mirrors was that which en- 
slaved Kate Horvoath, wife of 
a prosperous Hungarian wine 
merchant. Accustomed to spend-

Strangely enough, a number 
of women have disliked mirrors. 
Lady Montague, the once famous 
English society beauty who died 
in 1762, never looked at herself 
in a glass during the last twenty- 
two years of her life. Small- 
pox had ruined the beauty that 
had once made her the toast of 


Charles Worth, of America, was 
one of the opposite sex who 
never knew what he looked like 
—but for a very good reason. 
He was the victim of premature 
senility, and at the age of seven 
was as grey-bearded and tottery 
as a man of seventy. When he 
should have been playing with 
boys his own age, he was ‘hob- 
bling round on a stick like a 
bent old man. 

His parents kept him away 
from mirrors and refused to let 
him see his own reflection in 
water. One day, however, he did

London.—Not since Stanley set 
out to find Livingstone in dark- 
est Africa has there been any- 
thing quite like the British ex- 
pedition which is now crawling 
around the Himalayas in search 
of the “Abominable. Snowman.” 

Sir Henry Morton Stanley's 
safari to the Congo in the 1870's 


_ was kid’s play by comparison. At 


least Sir Henry had a pretty good 
hunch that he would find Liv- 
ingstone,- the missing Scottish 
missionary. 

The present British expedition 
has nothing to go on but a set 
of footprints, a dried scalp said 
to have belanged to a Snowman 
or to his Unspeakable Spouse, 
and a batch of confusing reports. 

According to the latter, Yeti 
(which is the Tibetan name for 
the Snowman) is anything from 
pint-size to eight feet tall. His 
face is alternately described as 
heavily bearded, clefin-shaven, or 
with a fiveo’clock shadow. Some 
say he walks backwards to throw 
people off his tracks; others say 
he does it to throw the hair out 
of his eyes 

It is to settle these fine points 
in dispute that a nine-man team 
is now on its way from Katman- 
du, Nepal, to Namche Bazaar on 
the slopes of Mount Everest The 
team includes a lone American, 
Gerald Russell, a naturalist. It 
will conduct most of its search 
at altitudes of from 14,000 te 19,- 
O00 feet. 

The London Daily Mail is pick- 
ing up the tabs for the Snowman 
expedition. It is the Daily Mail's 


answer to the London Times’ 
“scoop” of the conquest of Ever- 
est last year, 

Unlike Stanley, who travelled 
with only a toothbrush, a butter- 
fly net and a change of socks, the 
Snowman expedition is loaded

Farming has the third highest 


death rate among the major 
industries in the nation, surpass- 
ed only by the mining and other 
extractive and construction in- 
dustries, according the edi- 
torial. Motor vehicle accidents 
among farm residents. accounted 
for 6,000 deaths and 210,000 in- 


juries, home accidents for 3,500

A Boon to the Gardener 


Columnists like to poke a lit- 
tle fun at the seed catalogue, 
with its bright colors and grow- 
ing descriptions and coming out 
in the dead of winter. But these 
little books are packed with 
all sorts of vital information and 
facts. In flowers there is word 
about heights, color, season of 
blooming, whether the. plants are 
hardy or tender, or require 
special light or soil. With veg- 
etables one is given the number 
of days from seeding to maturity, 
type, hardiness, spacing and 80 
on, This is essential information 
in planning and planting. With 
such knowledge one can arrange 
flowers so that the smaller plants 
will be in front and colors will 
not clash and so one can,get @ 
succession of bloom from early 
summer on. : 


This information is needed too, 
with the vegetables, so that one 
can select the varieties that are 
particularly suited to whatever 
soil and location is available, so 
that one can get the utmost out 
of a small plot, and above all a 
continuous supply of garden 
fresh vegetables right at the 
kitchen door. 4 


Informal is Best 


The best garden layout, es- 
pecially for non-professionals, ‘is 
the informal one. This does not 
mean that shrubs, flowers, trees 
and always are put in helter skel- 
ter. Far from it. Some of the 
finest and most costly gardens 
in all Canada are decidedly in 
the. informal category but into 
them gooes the most precise and 
long term planning. The famous 
Butchart Gardens of British Co- 
lumbia are of the informal type 
and much of the beautiful 
grounds around the Canadian 
side of Niagara, Falls, as well as 
about the Federal Pagliament 
Buildings and the famous drive- 
ways of Ottawa.

Near the township of Manaus, 
a thousand miles up the Amaz- 
on, the river has a yearly rise 
between the dry season and the 
rainy season of sixty feet.

Every morning | use the top 

ilk from a quart jug for our 
coffee-—milk that- has been stand- 
ing for 24 hours to give the 
cream time to rise and thicken. 
As a rule it makes good table 
cream. One day last week was 
an exception. The “cream” was 
little better than straight milk 
I was puzzled. “What happened 
to the milk this morning?” I ask- 
ed Partner, “there’s hardly any 
cream on it at all.” Partner 
thought for a minute and then 
he answered, “Well, I guess 1 
must have brought you Mrs. 
May’s milk.” Mrs. May was the 
cow that freshened about ten 
days ago. So that started me 
thinking—about the way Mother 
Nature has of keeping a nice bal- 
ance, when permitted to do so. 
What I am saying will not be 
news to farm folk but it may 
surprise a few others. 

It’s this way. Baby calves are 
much the same as other babies-- 
milk for them must not be too 
rich or digestive trouble follows. 
A cow cannot make up special 
formulas or dilute over-rich milk, 
so in her ease Mother Nature 
takes over and provides the cow 
with milk that is low in butter- 
fat content—in other words, it is 
just right for a baby calf. As the 
calf gets older the mother’s milk 
gets richer. Not only that but 
the normal lactation period for 
a cow is nine to ten months — 
just long enough to give the calf 
a good start in life, or until such 
time as it can eat hay, oats oO! 
grass. That was an ideal arrange- 
ment in the days when cattle 
roamed at will and bred and 
raised families according to the 
laws of nature. Now, however 
the cow is a milk producing ma 
chine, so the farmer has to space 
the arrival of calves and thus 
prevent too many cows from 
freshening at approximately the 
same time. If he doesn’t, down

Q. How can I clean pewter? | 

A. Pewter may be cleaned by 
using any fine abrasive such as 
the cleaning powder and soaps 
which are advertised as non- 
scratchers, or whiting and any 
fine steel wool and oil, Wash 
carefully in clean, hot soapsuds 
afterwards, rinse and dry. 

Q. What can I use as a sub- 
stitute when wax is not avall- 
able for a floor that is to be used 
for dancing? 

A. Powdered borax may be 
used, and will prove a good sub- 
stitute. Da 

Q. How can I remove a grease 
spot from wallpaper? 

A. This can often be removed 
by dipping a flannel rag into 
alcohol and rubbing gently, or 
by applying flour and allowing 
to remain until it absorbs the 
grease; 

Q. How can I remove choco- 
late stains from fabrics? 

A. Soak the material in cold 
strong borax water for half an 
hour. Pour boiling water through 
and wash in the usual manner. 
For stains on silks, or other non- 
washable fabrics, sponge with 
chloroform. (CAUTION: chloro- 
form is an anesthetic). 

Q. How can I clean steel which 
has become very rusty? 

A. First’ rub with a cut onion 
and leave for a day. Then polish 
it with paraffin, or turpentine 
and brickdust, whichever you 
happen to have on hand, 

Q. What is a good tonic for the 
liver? 

A. Drink the juice of one-half 
a lemon in a cup of hot water 
the first thing in the morning. 

Q. How can I remove a heat 
stain from a _ highly-polished 
article of furniture? 

A. Apply the following in 
order, using a separate cloth for 
each: Kerosene, alcohol, and 
sweet or linseed oil. Rub the 
last in well until the spot is no 
longer visible. 

Q. How can I prevent the dry- 
ing out of children’s rubber 
shoes? 

A. A little glycerin rubbed 
over the rubbers before putting 
‘them away will keep the rubber 
from drying out, and they will 
also wear much longer. 

Q. How can I make a fine- 
grained sour milk cake? 

A. When making a sour milk 
cake, dissolve the soda in the 
milk and whip with an egg 
beater. This will assure a fine- 
grained cake. 

Q. How can I make apple balls 
for a garnish? 

A. Cook one-inch apple balls

Invented By A Scot... 


How did tight-sticking Scotch 
tape acquire its canny name? 


It was an American, an @x-’ 


profesional banjo player, who in- 
vented it and a group of early 
automobile painters who are 
credited with naming it. 

The brand name “Scotch” is 
believed to have originated dur- 
ing the 1920's when the new 
product was used first as a 
masking tape in automobile 
shops. In those days the manu- 
facturers .applied glue only to 
the outer edge and were nick- 
named “Scotch” by the painters 
for being so stingy with the 
adhesive. Even after more glue 
was applied and the tape stuck 


' better than ever, the nickname

Men’s Plastic 
Collars Once 
All The Rage 


Women who regard their plas- 
tic squeeze bottles as something 


‘very new, may surprised to learn 


that men were the first to use 
and wear plastics away back in 
1868. 

That was the year when the 
shortage of ivory hit the billiard 
ball trade and celluloid was born. 
Soon thrift-minded men were 
wearing shirts with detachable 
celluloid collars and cuffs which 
they removed at night and 
sponged clean. 

Celluloid remained the only 
member of the plastics family for 
41 years: Then, in 1909, the first 
heat and break-resistant plastic 
materials were discovered and 
promptly became pot handles and 
telephone sets. 

This was the beginning of the 
distinct branches of the plastic 
family: the thermoplastic and the 
thermosetting branches. The 
thermoplastic branch was to in- 
clude all plastic materials which, 
like celluloid, soften when ex- 
posed to sufficient heat and hard- 
en when cooled. The thermoset- 
ting branch was to embrace all 
plastic-materials that can be set 
by heat and pressure into per- 
manent shapes like pot handles 
that will not soften when re- 
heated. 

Between 1909 and 1926 two 
more plastic materials joined the 
growing family.. One was for in- 
dustrial use only. The other, 
which was made from skim milk, 
became buttons and buckles, 
beads and knitting needles and 
belongs to the heat - sensitive 
thermoplastic branch. 

From 1926 on the plastics fam- 
ily began propagating at a great 
rate. New materials were born 
to both branches of the family 
almost every year. 

One of these new types was the 
acrylics, which in crystal-clear 
form can transmit light around 
a curve. Luminous outdoor signs 
and sparkling brush and comb 
sets are typical examples of these 
materials which are thermoplas- 
tic and therefore soften if expos- 
ed to heat. 

Nylon is another newcomer 
which made its first appearance 
in 1938 in the form of long-wéear- 
ing faucet washers, stove gears

Polythene is the plastic that 
flexes and bends to the touch in 
cosmetic squeeze bottles.

Doctors Say 
Children Getting 
“Soft Feet”’’ 


Canadian children -— ycurs 
and mine — are growing in- 
creasingly “soft in the feet.” 
Yes, we said feet — not head. 

So claims Dr. Hans Kraus, of 
“New York University, who re- 
cently examined 5,000 Canadian 
and. American youngsters be- 
tween the ages of six and 19, 
and compared them with 2,000 
European children of similar 
ages and backgrounds. 
According to the doctor, Euro- 
pean youngsters have stronger 
feet because “they do not ‘use 
ears, school buses or elevators. 
They must walk everywhere.” 
We don’t know where the 
learned doctor got the 5,000 chil- 
dren he examined, but any 
mother can justify that young- 
sters give their feet a tough 


.workout every day at school and 


play. 

However, what Dr. Kraus has 
to say does underscore one 
point: the importance of keep- 
ing children in the proper shoes 
for the tough grind of walk- 
ing, running and jumping. Here 
are a few tips from foot doc- 
tors on shoes for youngsters: 

1, Make sure the shoes fit 
properly, Ill-fitting shoes are the 
greatest source of foot troubles 
Check your 
child’s foot size .frequently. 

2. Uppers and soles should be

3. Socks are also important to 
foot care. Too-short socks cah 
do almost as much damage as 
eutgrown shoes.

That's how Ross Salmon found 
it was done when, back from war 
service in the Royal Navy, he 
felt he couldn't settle to a hum- 
drum job in a London office and 
went to South America as ranch 
assistant. 

He also found that when a cow- 
boy lassos cattle, the lasso is tied 
to the horse's tail rather than to 
the saddle pommel. The horses 
seem to know what to expect, for 
they turn round and brace their 
hind legs for the shock as the 
lasso tightens, and the bull goes 
sailing through the air, to crash 
on its side. fi 

A second cowboy who has been 
following then jumps. from his 
horse on to the bull and pulls 
its tail between its hind legs, 
while a third, with a small hack- 
saw, cuts about six inches off 
each horn. 


Subdued by this treatment, 


* they can usually be driven back 


to the herd. Even_if they charge 
and try to rip the horse’s stomach 
they always miss by about six 
inches—-the length of the removed 
horn.

“Jungle Cowboy,” Ross Salmon

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Planning 

In planning a geicral 
small or large, there are some 
good general and fundamental 
ruleg to keep in mind. First of 
all we should know something 
about the final height of the 
flowers, shrubs and trees and in 
general keep the smaller things 
in the front, so al] may be seen. 
Color and time of blooming 
should be noted to prevent clash- 
es, though nature can mix these 
things more pleasingly than can 
man. But more serious than color 
clashing is no. color at all. By 
checking with the seed or nur- 
sery catalogue for the time ot 
blooming it is possible to have a 
succession of flowers from the 
earliest snow drops in the spring 
until the last chrysanthemums in 
the fall. 

Another general rule mention 
ed previously is to avoid straight 
rows wherever possible with 
flowers and shrubs but rather to 
plant in clumps of two or three 
of each type and more, of course, 
with smaller things 
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Plant breeders are © onsgtantiy 
atriving to give us something 
new and different This year, 


for instance, there is a new fire 
colored Zinnia and last year &p- 
peared a dwarf Alyssum, @ pur- 
ple in color and an excellent con- 
trast with the normal white.

Prior to the resurrection of 


Jesus Christ, the raising of Laza- 
rus from the dead is probably 
the most outstanding miracle on 
record, Jesus had raised the 
daughter of Jairus to life from 
the bed on which she lay. He 
had raised the wido®’s son to 
life as he was being borne to 
the place of burial. But here 
was a man who had been dead 
for four days. The body had 
been laid in the tomb. When 
Jesus said, “Take ye away the 
stone,’ ‘Martha remonstrated,

But despite that, when Jesus had 
prayed and called, “Lazarus, 
come forth,” he that was dead 
came forth.

Canadian Products Wanted 

Our co-op friend smiled when 
we asked him whether Britons 
wanted Canadian food products! 
“Of course, we do.” The first 
thing he asked for was lard 
which is “desperately needed” 
over there. 

Bacon was the next item men- 
tioned. Britons were alwayt 
“pleased with the quality. of 
Canadian bacon” when they 
could get it. It is much more t@ 
their liking than anything they 
can buy in Europe. 

The same applied to cheese. 
Only from Canada did they get 
Cheddar cheese that came clos¢ 
to the English type. Butter, of 
course, was always wanted. 

The demand for B. C. salmon 
is insatiable, said our friend, be- ’ 
cause it is much better than the 
Russian kind. 

Nova-Scotia apples are highly 
regarded and easily sold as they 
are well graded and packed. 
There is a special market for 
one gallon tins of apples for the 
catering trade and other canned 
fruit could also find a market. 

Prices and Payments 

Our consumer friend waxed 
quite enthusiastic talking of 
Canadian food products. There 
seems to be no doubt that they 
want our stuff, 

That leaves the question of 


prices an payments. By the 
middle of May trade will be 
completely  decontrolled and 


prices are expected to rise. At 
present bacon is being imported 
from Scandinavia at about $40 
per hundredweight at British 
port, while British farmers get 
about $50 for inferior quality, 

The price of butter depends 
on the price of margarine which 
is expected to go up after May. 
The guess was made that butter 
would retail at 63 cents per 
pound before the end of the 
year. This was said, however, 
before the recent decision of 
the U.S. government to slash 
support prices of/ dairy products. 

The main obstacle for British 
buyers to buy in Canada is the 
shortage of dollars which the 
federal government in Ottawa 
so far has always demanded in 
payment for Canadian farm 
products. 

The solution is in the hands of 
Canadian farmers.

You should start young trees 
whe& the old stock is about 25 
years old, Washington growers 
have found, Too many wait 
until trees are 35 to 40 years old, 
then have poor success. 

For the first year or two, lop 
off just a few branches to let sun 
in to the new tree. Then, in not 
more than ten years, only a 
stump and one or two central 
branches of the old tree remain. 
What then, pull out the old 
stump? You don’t have to — just 
saw it off flush with the ground 
and leave it. 

Here something else to remem- 
ber: these renewal trees don't 
take the place of “fillers.” Any 
time that a tree in the original 


planting dies, a young tree goes

If you plant young trees in the 
centers of the squares, be sure 
that the sprayer: rig doesn’t run 
over them, nor pack the soil by 
passing too near.

Well, weii—it looks as if the 
rural telephone is in for a little 
housecleaning, especially the old 
party line. Just in case you 
missed that bit of news perhaps 
I should explain what I am talk- 
ing about. A Bill was intru- 
duced in the Ontario Legislature 
last week to put the Rural Tele- 
phone service under a new 
branch of government, created 
by the Telephone Act of 1954, 
The Act is aimed at giving “con- 
tinuous and efficient service” to 
the 164,000-rural. subscribers in 
Ontario, the first major change 
since 1918. 

Under this new section it will 
be an offence to hold the line 
in someone needs it for an emer- 
gency, such as fire, accident or 
sickness. Penalty is $50 fine or 
30 days. A similar penalty for 
the use of “indecent, obscene, 
blasphemous or grossly insulting 
language”. Eavesdroppers who 
gossip are liable to a $50 fine— 
that includes telephone company 
employees as well as the general 
public. 

Looks as if a lot or ground 
will be covered by this new 
act .. . maybe the person who 
made the recommendations had 
recently had some experience 
with rural telephones! 

The old party line—like park- 
ing—isn't what it used to be. It 
has changed even more than the 
old gray mare. Time was when 
the party: telephone was used 
almost exclusively by farm 
families living on one road. They 
all knew each other and recog: 
nized a neighbour's voice if she 
asked if the line was busy. There 
was even a sort of unwritten 
code on the party line. If you 
came to the phone and found it 
busy, and your need for it was 
not really important, you hung 
up again without saying a word, 
returning in a little while. Jf, 
however, you particularly wanted 
the phone without too much 
delay you asked politely: “Ig the 
line. busy?” Chances are you 
would hear your neighbors ring 
off in a few minutes—a sicnal 
that the line was now disengaged. 
But, if they held on for another 
ten or fifteen minutes, you asked 
again--and waited. That usually 
did the trick. Both parties would 
say — “Well, I guess someone 
wants the line.” 

If polite Inquiries tailed— which* 
was very rarely—-then you would 
get husband, brother or son t& 
inquire in a deep, masculine 
voice—“Line Busy?” That nearly 
always worked. A woman seldom 
dared to hold out against a man’s 
need of the telephone—he might 
be wanting the ‘vet’ or a repalt 
man... and fast 

Of course, in case of real eme 
gency you had only @o say: “May 
Il have the line’for the doctor, 
please”-——and the line war yours 
Not only that, the chances are 
one of the neighbours whose con- 
versation you interrupted would 
give you a ring later ask who 
was sick, and was there anythin, 
she could do to help.

The 
neighbourly feeling on a party 
line has entirely disappeared— 
that is, in congested areas. A per- 
gon at one end of the Ane may 
not even have a_ nodding 
acquaintance with the party at 
the other end* Not only that 
the rural party line was never 
intended for business purposes— 
other than farm business. 


It seems to me there should be 
a printed card of instructions 
handed out to every party-line 
subscriber, with general .direc- 
tions for using the rural tele 
phone and also how to ring 
another person on the same line. 
Some years ago a new neighbour 
on our line wanted to give me 
a ring. She knew our ring was 
13, but to this person “13” meant 
thirteen. So she strafghtaway 
proceeded to ring the telephone 
thirteen times. I heard it — who 
wouldn’t!~had a hunch what was 
happening and answered it — as 
well I could for laughing. 

The telephone company in our 
nearby town is talking of a dial 
system—and we hope it takes in 
rural areas too. A few years ago 
there were 15 subscribers on our 
line. Then they divided it and 
for a while there was compara~- 
tive peace and quietness. But 
more and more people moved 
into the district; more and more 
were added to our line. Now ‘we 
are back to where we were be- 
fore. ‘That is the general pattern 
so I am sure most rural people 
will be glad the party line is 
coming under the jurisdiction of 
the Ontario Government -- that 
is,.if it means less subscribers on 
every line. ’

This Was A Real 
“Race With Death” 


One of the most dramatic 
races against time ever known, 
a race which saved a man from 
being executed for a murder he 
hadn't committed, occurred in 
November, 1938. 

The extraordinary events 
which led to this sensational race 
began in July of 1937, when a 
young farmhand named Henri 
Hervault, having got up late one 
morning, foolishly “borrowed” a 
bicycle to get to work in,time. 

That evening he again mount- 
ed the cycle, intending to restore 
it to its owner with explanations 
and apologies. But while pass- 
ing through a village he was 
arrested for riding a stolen bike. 
Despite his protests he was 
lodged in jail, and next day 
found himself in court. 

His amazement and fear may 
be imagined when he heard him- 
self being charged with — mur- 
der! Dumbfounded, he listened 
while the police told the court 
how a sixteen-year-old girl 
named Rachel Renard had been 
knifed in a wood near his home. 
The prisoner had been found 
riding a. bike stolen from the 
same district, and as the evi- 
dence — including his lack of 
an alibi to cover the vital mur- 
der period—pointed to his being 
the murderer, he was arrested. 

‘The police then asked for the 
case to be remanded while they 
searched for further evidence 
against the prisoner, and Her- 
vault was brought back to. his 
cell, . 

Some months later Hervault 
faced his trial, and circumstan- 
tial evidence was so strong that 
the judge sentenced him to 
death. 

One feature of the case which 
gave Hervault’s lawyer reason 
for still hoping, hewever, was 
the fact that HerVatilt was the 
second to’ be’ charged with the 
crime. Somewhere, he reasoned, 
there must be a third — and 
guilty——man. * 

Then, as he reviewed the evi- 
dence, a sudden suspicion struck 
him. Excitedly, he consulted a 
large-scale map of the district. 
His suspicion was confirmed, 
and with it new hope was born. 

He decided on a plan, and 
immediately proceeded to put it 


| 


into action. tk engaged Roger 
Lapebie, ace-cyclist of the 
French race-tracks, to “ride a 
race with death” along the same 
road, near Paris, which the de~- 
fendant, Hervault, had used the 
day he was: arrested. 

For several weeks Lapebie 
went into intensive training. At 
last came the vital day of the 
race with time. Moving with 
astonishing speed, Lapebie cycled 
along the French roads, past sev~- 
eral hamlets and a village. At 
the other end waited the lawyer 
and. other officials, in deep 
anxiety. From time to time they 
consulted their watches. At last 
Lapebie appeared, breathless and 
very tired. 

One of the officials looked 
carefully at his stop-watch. 
“You've lost the race, Lapebie!” 
he told the panting cyclist. 

“Ym so... sorry,” stammered 
Lapebie . . . but his failure was 
exactly the evidence the lawyer 
needed. Armed with it he de- 
manded a retrial at the Supreme 
Court of Appeal. 


In court he outlined nis new’ 


evidence, and in conclusion stat~ 
ed: “My Lord, only ten days ago 
I gave Roger Lapebie, of whose 
cycling fame youghave all heard, 
the task of cycling from the 
place where the gir) was mur- 
dered to the farm where the 
defendant works. He was given 
seventy-five minutes to cover 
the distance which is the exact 
time the prosecuting counsel 
gave Hervault to cover the same 
distance — and Lapebie failed I 
contend, therefore, that Henri 
Hervault cguld not have com- 
mitted the murder. He could not 
have got there in time!” 

The speech created @ sen- 
sation. When Lapebie had given 
his evidence, the judge declared 
Hervault “not guilty” and 


ordered his immediate release.

Paddy claims to be the first 
man to cross the Sahara Desert 
by cycle.

French military 
authorities to attempt the desert 
journey, so he returned to

He says the first 500 milles of 
the desert are hard sand, with 
an oasis about every 100 miles.

The second 500 miles is real 
desert with lots of loose sand on 
the surface. The French have a 
machine which clears sand away 
at 100 miles a day. Paddy. met 
the Spanish operator periodic- 
ally,, and was given food and 
water. The final 500 miles is 
hard sand, with an occasional 
oasis. 


Paddy's jounrney took 35 days. 
He cycled on to the Gold Coast, 
to Goland, Dahomey, Nigeria, 
the-French Cameroons, French 
Equatoral Africa, the Belgian 
Congo, Uganda, Kenya, Tangan- 
yika, and back through the Bel- 
gian Congo and to Ndola in 
Northern Rhodesia. 


Paddy worked on the famous 
Roan Antelope mine for a time 
in 1934, and left Africa in 1944. 
He returned later, and in 1947 
he cycled 11,000 miles to Dakar, 
starting from Ndola. 


From the copper belt he is 
continuing his journey to Cape- 
town. From there he plans to 
cycle up the west coast of Africa

A. Wash at once with sweet 
milk and sprinkle with white 
cornmeal. Let remain over 
night, then sweep up. Good re- 
sults can also be had if the stains 
are dry, by rubbing with milk, 
using fresh as it becomes inky; 
then wash spots with ammonia 
water to remove the grease.

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First: Plantings 

Even in the cooler parts of the 
country the first actual plant- 
ings are usually carried out in 
March or earlier.

It is a serious mistake to do 
any general sowing or cultivat- 
ing while the ground is the least 
bit muddy.

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Strange Bird-Life 
In Australia 


The emu takes precedence over 
all other Australidn birds, Its 
image appears with that of the 
kangaroo on the Comrhonwealth 
coat c’ arms. It can’t. fly, but 
can run as fast as a galloping 
horse. It is about five feet tall 
and its whole body is covered 
with soft grey-brown feathers. 
These are of a peculiar structure 
two appearing to spring from 
a single shaft. 


The emu is among the few 
birds of which the female does 
the courting. The male looks 
after the young. The female 
emu does her courting by boom- 
ing or calling-up the male. This 
is done by enlarging the air 
sacs in her neck. She seeks a 

sh mate each season; and lays 
a ‘utch of eggs ranging in num- 
ber from six to eighteen. In- 
cubation lasts about eight weeks, 
and when the chicks emerge the 


male eares for them, lavishing on 


them an attention no miother 
could exceed. : 

Perhaps the most intriguing of 
all Australian birds is the lyre 
bird—bird of a thousand voices. 
Unquestionably the prince of 
mocking-birds, the lyre bird 
mimics all bush noises. It will 
interrupt its own melodious song, 
to mimic the chopping of trees, 
sawing of logs, barking of dogs, 
clucking. of hens, the. whistle of 
« train or the laugh of a kooka- 
terve. followed by the delight- 
ful, clear notes of the thrush or 
maergp 

The lyre bird lays only one 
egg, in a domed nest. It builds 
its dancing mounds sometimes 
to a height of thirty feet from 
the ground. The male has’ a 
magnificent plumage with a lyre- 
shaped tail, bigger than the bird

itself. He displays this adorn- 
ment in a strutting dance to im- 
press the female, a small, homely 
bid lacking any finery. ; 

A close look at various birds 
nests im the Australian bush 
revealg some interesting features. 
The golden-headed fantail warb- 
ler, after building its coned nest, 
sews on leaves using cobwebs 
and gossamers for thread and its 
feak for, a needle. Because of 
its deftness in the use of the 
needle and thread, it is fre- 
quently referred to as Australia’s 
tailor bird. 


The white-eared honey-eaters, 
found in@ districts known as 
heathlands, including the scrub 
country around Sydney’s Middle 
Haxbour, are called “hairdress~ 
ers” by bushmen. These odd 
birds generally use animal hair 
for lining their nests, but much 
prefer human hair if available 
They have no compunction about 
alighting on a person's head and 
snatching a tuft of hair! 

No other place on earth cap 
boast the giant earthworm found 
in South Gippsland, Victoria. 


Sometimes known as barking: 


worms, they grow to twelve 
feet in length and several inches 
thick. 


Walking near a_ colony of 


these creatures, one can hear 
the loud gurgling sounds which 
always betray the giant worms’ 
presence—a weird kind of groan- 
jng under one’s feet, like the 
lament of some strange animal. 
These noises, which account for 
the term “barking” .worm, are 
produced by the worm’s progres~ 
sion through the burrow. A 
scientist cut one of these giant 
wormg into a dozen pieces and 
each section developed into a 
complete worm. If several are 
cut up together, two heads will

Trade For Sterling 

A national marketing agency 
for any given commodity, estab- 
lished under a federal charter 
upon the request of a majority 
of producers of that commodity, 
would control that commodity in 
all tert provinces. It would have 
the power to remove surpluses 
from the home market and sell 
them anywhere in the world. 

With Britain as the tradition- 
al “customer for Canadian food 
products, the agency: could set 
up its own offices in London in 
the same way as Australia and 
New Zealand farmers have done. 
It could deal directly with Brit- 
ish buyers, particularly consum-
